In 1935 I was in Washington 
when the clouds were a poisonous 
yellow. The skies over much 2f 
America were ominous in those 
days, colored so by dust from the 
vast areas of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, Wyoming 
and parts of Texas where the 
dust drifted as high as ten feet 
across roads and rail lines. Those 
were the days when cattle died of 
thirst and hunger. Literally hun- 
dreds of ranches and homesteads 
were deserted, the dust drifted 
across their porches and against 
the doors. Death rates from 
pneumonia climbed high. 


I. was in Washington that year 
I first heard the story of how a 
few weeks before an obscure 
man named Hugh Bennett had 
aroused Congress to action. It 
was a worried Congress. It was 
confronted with a disaster of 
great magnitude. And no one had 
yet supplied the answers. 

There was a bill before the 
Congress. Wellington Brink tells 
the story fully in his biography > 
of Hugh Bennett. This bill, H. R. 
7054, provided for money for 
conservation and research. 


Storm 


Hugh Bennett was testifying. 
He talked slowly, one eye on the 
window. He had had a weather 
report. He spoke of wind ero- 
sion which had put 4 million 
acres out of commission and 
damaged 60 million more. He 
told the committee of dust blow- 
ing 2,000 miles out to sea and of 
clouds of it over the gulf. He 
spoke of a dust storm which had 
blown dust to Was a few 
weeks before, but because of the 
wind direction most of it had 
gone north of the metropolitan 
area. 

“Each of these storms swept 
out of the cultivated area of the 
Trans-Mississippi region east of 
the Rockies, not less than 300,- 
000,000 tons of fertile soil. That 
equals about 150,000 acres of land 
12 inches deep.” 

“How much did you say?” 
asked a_ startled committee 
member. 

Big Hugh repeated it. 

“It happens,” he said, “because 
the short buffalo grass has been 
broken up and the land culti- 
vated until the decaying vege- 
table matter in the soil was dis- 
sipated through oxidation, along- 
with some gentle winds across 
the land. Then, in time of great=+ 
drouth, as now, the soil lies in 
a loose, powdery condition, ready 
to be lifted by any wind that 
blows. The coarser particles, of 
no real value, rerfain. The good 
soil goes.” 

He had learned, had Big Hugh, 
before going to his meeting, that 
a dust storm was being brought to 
Washington proper by prevailing 
winds of the day. He had talked 
slowly, given his facts in detail, 
bolstering them with the official 
records, hoping the while for his 
real witness—the dust itself—to 
arrive. 

One of the senators looked at 
a window. 

“It’s getting dark,” he said. 

“Maybe it’s dust,” said anoth- 
er, half joking. 

“It is dust,” said Big Hugh. 

All gathered at the window. 
They watched the skies turn that 
curious copper-vellow color. The 
sun disappeared. 


Witness 


At that moment a telegram 
was delivered to Committee- 
member Senator Hatch from a 
friend-in_Oklahoma City. “Worst 
of all dust storms now raging in 
this city. Street lights on. You 
ean’t see a full block.” 

The telegram was passed 


around. The senators looked out * 


again at tons of western swirling 
soil in their own darkened skies. 
They went back and reported 
out favorably the bill which soon 
became Public Law No. 46, the 
first soil conservation act in the 
histery of this nation or any 
other. 

This was some years before 
“Our Plundered Planet,” a most 
excellent book by Fairfield Os- 
born, and also well before Wil- 
liam Vogt, Louis Bromfield and 
others had begun to write and 
stir the people of America to 
work. He was the first.

OFFER WITHDRAWN 


Stokes, lord privy seal in the 
British cabinet, had announced 
only a few hours earlier that 
Britain had withdrawn “with deep 
regret” an eight-point settlement 
proposal because Iran had refused 
to agree to any workable formula 
for the continued services of 2,500 
British oil experts. 

Stokes, in setting the deadline 
for Iran’s acceptance of his terms, 
said the talks for which he came 
to Iran had “completely broken 
down.” : 

“That I have failed, I regret,” 
he said. “I.can only hope that 
the government by noon tomor- 
row will think again and accept 
the abundance,of hélp and good 
will in the interests of Iran which, 
even at this late hour, still are 
available. 


POINT OF FAILURE 


In announcing the withdrawal 
of the British settlement offer, 
Stokes revealed that the talks 
failed on the issue of conditions 
under which British oil experts 
would continue working for the 
nationalized company which seized 
the properties of the British- 
‘owned Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 

Stokes said he had offered to 
remove the plan for the British- 
run refining and marketing com- 
ipany, if Iran would agree to the 
appointment of a British general 
manager to “take charge of all 
day to day and technical affairs 
in the refineries and fields, and 
_be responsible to the national com- 
‘Ppany.” 

This too was declined. 

The implications of a final col- 
lapse of negotiations were seen 
in the presence, off the oil port of 
|-Abadan, of 10 British warships. 
They stood ready to evacuate Brit- 
ish personnel and to land British 
Marines if there is violence which 
threatens British lives.

Police efforts are directed to- 
wards proving the ownership of a 
red necktie, part of which was 
used to strangle Mrs. Gabriel be- 
fore she was assaulted and the 
body placed behind the furnace in 
the basement. Sutton said a part 
of the tie was found buried with 
Mrs. “Gabriel’s missing clothing in 
a stump hole near the small tenant 
house where the Negro lived. 
Almond admitted wearing a 
white shirt Monday, Sutton re- 
lated. He said investigators found 
rouge smudges on the front of the 
shirt and perspiration stains about 
the collar where a red tie had 
faded, 

Almond’s wife was away from 
home until 3:30 p. m. Monday, the 
chief said. He added an autopsy 
at Grady Hospital showed Mrs. 
Gabriel met her death before that 
time. 

The Negro first loomed as a 
suspect when neighbors told police 
they did not hear dogs barking at 
the Gabriel home during the day 
Monday. Neighbors explained the 
Gabriels owned several dogs and 
that they barked furiously when 
a stranger appeared.

Senators’ Tax Plan Called 
Easier on Middle Groups 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—(#)—The Senate Finance Committee 
wrote a new formula Tuesday for a personal income tax increase 
of $2,435,000,000 It gihtens considerably the load the House’s $2,847,- 
000,000 plan would lay on bigger incomes, and committeemen said it 
hits a little lighter even in the lowest brackets. 


Chairman George (Dem., Ga.), 
of the senate committee told re- 
porters there is a lighter increase 
for the “middle income” groups 


in the new plan than in the House 
formula, but did not define “mid- 


In effect the new formula would 
apply the increase to what the 
taxpayer has. left. after paying 
the present levies. That cuts down 
the proportion of income affected 
in the higher brackets where the 
current rates already take away 
a big percentage. 

Here is the committee’s process 
for figuring higher levies on in- 
comes: 

Compute your tax as under 
present law. 

Then subtract the amount of 
tax from your surtax net income, 
which is what you have left after 
exemptions and deductions. 

Figure an additional defense tax 
of 3 per cent on that portion of 
the remainder up to $2,000 and 4 
ge on the portion above. $2,- 


Add those defense taxes to the 


first figure, which is the amount 
‘you would pay under present 
‘law, and the result is your new 
‘tax liability. 

The committee staff gave an ex- 
ample to illustrate: 
| A single man with $5,000 gross 
income would have a surtax net 
income of $3,900 after taking out 
exemptions and deductions. On 
that amount his tax under present 
law would be $818. 

Subtracting the $818 from the 
$3,900 he would have $3,082 sub- 
ject to the extra defense tax. 

He would pay 3 percent, or $60 
on the first $2,000. On the remain- 
ing $1,082 he would pay 4 percent, 
or $43.28. 

Thus his additional levy would 
be $103.28. 

That would bring him out just 
ee olay the levy under the House 
plan.

WASHINGTON—Connecticut and Wisconsin 
are shaping up as two of the most interesting bat- 
tleground states in the coming fight over Senate 

control. It comes about because of the bitter feud that has arisen 
bétwéen Senator William Benton, Democrat of the former state, and 


_ Béhater Joseph R. McCarthy, Republican of the latter. 


Bénton, of course, has introduced a resolution to have McCarthy 
éxpelled from the Senate. He bases it upon the Wisconsin senator’s 
undéfhand skulduggery in the Maryland campaign last year, which 
aaw Senator Millard Tydings go down to defeat, plus the many irre- 
&pOnsible charges McCarthy has made about Communist infiltration 
of the State Department. 


This has provoked threats from McCarthy to get Benton in the 
next election. He has served notice of his intention to go into Con- 
nécticut and wage a personal campaign against Benton. 


Bénton, a two-fisted, hard-fighting business man, has been not at 
all intimidated by the threats. There is a suspicion, in fact, that he 
would welcome such a move. In the last election he won the race 
for an unexpired term by the narrow margin of only about 1,000 
votes, and he may feel that he needs such an issue as McCarthyism 
to put him over by a bigger majority in 1952, when he must run 
again. 


: Also it will not be a new experience for him 
Nothing New to have McCarthy campaigning against him. 
The Wisconsin senator invaded Connecticut when Benton was up 
last time. The turnout for his several speeches was so light that he 
soon became discouraged and left the state. Republican leaders of 
the Nutmeg State contributed somewhat to this by denouncing the 
McCarthy intrusion. 


Another thing that causes Senator Benton to feel confident is 
that if McCarthy should make an all-out assault on him in his 
home state, it would ténd to force the issue of McCarthyism to the 
front as the forem6st or dominant theme. On that question he has 
no doubt where Céfhécticut voters stand. 


In any event, it would maké fér 6né 6f the most interesting 
senatorial campaigfi§ if thé eountry, 4 fight that Would be sure to 
attract national attéftion.

Carthy undoubtédly would-be slatighteréd at the polls.

“Political gangsters?” asked Al- 
verson puzzled. “Does anyone think 
that Sen. Everett Millican, Rep. 
Muggsy Smith, Rep. Hoke Smith, 
Mayor Hartsfield or I are political 
gangsters? Our integrity is open to 
the closest scrutiny.” 

Alverson said he didn’t think 
the Governor holds any such fears 
from the people of Atlanta. He said 
he thought the Governor is begin- 
ning his fight early to get Georgia 
to approve the county unit amend- 
ment, and that Talmadge no doubt 
will wage a vigorous campaign.

Sweet Talk Result _ 
Of Frequent Brush-Ups

“Fluoridation of municipal 
water supplies, with the ap- 
proval of medical, dental and 
— health authorities, is per- 

ps the most significant of pre- 
cautions for dental health,” says 
Dr. John Buhler, dean of the 
Emory Dental College in At- 
lanta. 

Fluorine changes the chemi- 
cal nature of growing teeth and 
lessens dental cavities from 60 
to 65 percent in children, it is 
thought. 


As far as adults are con- 
cerned, “If a person will 
brush his teeth within ten 
minutes after eating, regard- 
less of whether he uses a den- 
tifrice or just plain water, he 
will reduce his tooth decay 75 
percent,” adds Dr. Buhler. 
Most people don’t believe that 
astounding fact, but it’s a 
proven truth, according to 
authorities. 


When asked about types of 
brushes or dentifrices, Dr. Buh- 
ler didn’t specify. It’s the num- 
ber of times you brush your 
teeth per day, not the type 
brush or dentifrice you use, 
that tells the story, he says. 

Dental caries (cavities) is the 
most widespread disease in the 
U. S., and in the year of 1948 
alone, 300 million fillings were 
needed by children from ages 
six to 18. 


Dr. Buhler says that early 
dental treatment is of the ut- 
most importance. Cavities 
should be watched for in the 
same way as early cancer. In- 
cidentally, dentists are _ re- 
sponsible for discovering (in 
time) more cases of throat 
cancer than physicians, be- 
cause of regular visits by their 
patients. 


As far as bad breath is con- 
cerned, we’re told that if your 
mouth is healthy and your di- 
gestion is up to par, more than 
likely you'll not suffer loss of 
friends and family loyalties. 
Mouthwashes and breath sweet- 


eners do temporary good, but 
the principal guarantee is a 
clean bill of health from teeth to 
tummy.

“The Psychiatric Bulletin,” issued by the University of Texas— 
with the backing of the Texas State Board of Health—for an 
‘authoritative medical treatise that sheds light on your case. 
| In Volume 1, Number 1, of this magazine written primarily 

“for physicians and launched last December, there is an article 
entitled “Premenstrua] Tension,” which reveals that as many as 
40 percent of normal women experience, with monthly regularity, 
such symptoms as you describe. In a kind of rhythmic cycle, these 
women become cross, irritable, hard to live with; sometimes to 
an extent that drives the husband to more agreeable female 
company. 


It is surmised that the basis is largely emotional, rather 
than physical. It is thought that the woman’s early impressions 
of human biology, physiology, sexuality, etc., were tinctured by 
misinformation, ignorance and prudery, which leave a residue 
of fear, and dread of injury, in her unconscious feelings about 
the reproductive phenomenon. Hence the involuntary mood 
of rejecting her spouse, as she senses the tides of nature re- 
claiming her, periodically. 


We are told that the physician often can break the tension by 

_ giving the patient correct information about the physiology of the 

menstrual cycle, particularly if she’s never had. sound information 
on this score before. 

As you are a homebody without much time for social ex- 
change with neighbors and friends, it is probable that you tend to 
brood, instead of getting worries off your chest spontaneously. 
And speaking of premenstrual anxiety, the article says, ‘The relief 
of talking to the doctor may be all the patient needs. . .. This 
relaxes her mentally and physically, and she is then better.able 
to accept her own feelings about the experience. From then on it 
is easier for the doctor to indicate the emotional aspects of the 
disturbance.” 

Finally, we.are told, “Fresh insight into self and psychological 
growth often result from a quiet half-hour talking with an under- 
standing physician.” However, if this measure, plus some medica- 

_ tion, doesn’t bring relief, then some deeper psychiatric exploration 
of the difficulty should be undertaken, our expert adds.—M. H.

Traffic violations of young 
bicycle riders can be brought to 
the attention of the riders and 
their parents by having local 
police departments give tickets 
to bicyclists violating traffic 
laws with impunity. The young- 
ster is required to bring the 
ticket to his parent for signa- 
ture, and then return it to the 
police department. 

In some cities where this proj- 
ect has been tried, a polieceman 
visits the homes of those parents 
who did not return the ticket. 
The police take no action, but 
urge parents to have children 
attend or take part in some 
safety activity, such as school 
safety patrol, school _ safety 
council, bicycle club, etc. They 
recommend keeping safety on 
a voluntary basis.

How Much Milk 
Will 1 Hour’s 
Work Buy? 


CHICAGO, Aug. 21—The av- 
erage factory worker can now 
buy 6.9 quarts of fresh milk 
with one hour’s wages as against 


3.9 quarts in 1929 and should, 
therefore, include more milk in 
his meals to make up for cal- 
cium deficiencies in his diet, 
asserts Milton Hult, President of 
the National Dairy Council. 

“Based on a recent Govern- 
ment survey, one-third of our 
city families eat meals which 
provide insufficient calcium, a 
mineral essential to all body 
cells,” Mr. Hult said. “Milk is 
the chief source of calcium in 
foods.” : 

Commenting that industrial 
workers comprise a large porpor- 
tion of the population of most 
cities, Mr. Hult said that they 
ought td include more milk in 
their daily meals because the 
nutrients which make for good 
health are contained in abund- 
ance in milk. 

“Good health,” he emphasized, 
“means good factory records, in- 
creased production of goods, and 
a stronger America.” 

“Because of its rich supply 
of nutrients, milk is one of the 
best bargains in foods,” Mr. 
Hult declared. “Only a few min- 
utes’ labor in this country will 
pay for a high-quality, pas- 
teurized quart bottle of milk.

Give Child a Break 


There’s a world of ——— be- | 


tween daydreaming 

Bright youngsters daydream; d 
ones mope. 

This does not imply that the 
child 12 or 15 years of age who 
daydream occasionally is excep- 
tionally bright, nor that the young 
one who mopes sometimes is dull. 
For goodness sake let ’em mope cr 
daydream a bit without making.an 
issue of it. You probably day- 
dreamed or moped just as much 
when you were in your ‘teens. 

It is time to do something about 
it when a growing youngster be- 
gins to mope a good deal, feels 
too tired to play or study and be- 
comes increasingly quiet- or 


moody. 

Please let me say that the worst 
thing you can do is to blame the 
boy or girl for it. The child is 
less to blame for.the trouble than 
you are for the arteriosclerosis, 
diabetes or rheumatiz you may be 
training for right. now. 

The first thing to do is send -m 
a stamped, self-addressed envelope 
and ask in writing for two sep- 
arate pamphlets, The Iodin Ration 
and The Red Blood Vitamin. 
Then, while waiting for the pam- 
phlets to arrive, make an appoint- 
ment with your family physician 
for an examination of the yotng- 
ster for tuberculosis. The exami- 
nation should include physical ex- 
amination of the chest and ‘an 
X-ray film—and the X-ray film 
should be interpreted by the fam- 
ily physician in conference with 
the X-ray technician. 

Chances are about 100‘to 1 that 
the examination will be negative— 
disclose no sign of tuberculosis.. 
But it is essential if you wish-to 
give the child a break. If the 
examination reveals that the 
youngster has tuberculosis how 
happy you will be for detecting 
the disease in the earliest (inci- 
pient) stage, when proper treat- 
ment will surely bring early arrest.
